son of greatest vigilance. Buring the first three 
weeks the temperature of the\ grenhouse is kept 
low, but \vhen the green sprou'ts'jrise to six inches 
in height the temperature is increased to 70 or 80 
degrees. This is summer heat and must be pre- 
served all through the long winter—through 
storms of driven snow and shortage of'coal. The 
florist is guardian of your treasure. Fiv%.months 
are zequired for the Easter Lily to emerge froin the 
bulb. In the late winter the p'ants must be cT 
watched from spreading their petals too qu 
Each plant must be held back or hastened not a 
too soon, not a day too late but exactly on Easte'f *„ 
morn.
